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ROYAL SCOTTISH ACADEMY: PAINTING. 


HILE each of the fine arts has its own special 
outlook, its limitations and means of expression 
or technique, those three the practice of 
which the Royal Scottish Academy of Painting, 

Sculpture, and Architecture (like others of its 
kind) exists to encourage have as their essential basis certain 
qualities in common. Such as are versed especially in one of 
these arts—as presumably are the readers of this journal—will 
instinctively look for those qualities in the others, and in the 
first instance judge a work of painting or sculpture, and rightly 
so, by their presence or absence. a 

First of these comes imagination, elusive, indefinite, yet 
by which alone the materials employed are made to live, to 
convey the message of the artist ; that such a message exists 
and that it be a personal one being no less essential. Of 
equally general application are the more purely technical 
qualities of drawing, composition, mass, light and shade, and 
scale, before the parting of the ways brought about by the 
several means employed, pigments, clay, brick and stone, in 
their resultants colour, modelling, and structural fitness. 

To the architect mere factual representation, either of object 
or anecdote, is denied as an adjunct to his art, a limitation 
this which at once renders it the more difficult of achievement 
and deprives it of much popular appeal. Yet he is thereby 
saved from the snare which too often besets his brethren of the 
brush and chisel, the notion that skilful presentation of a nature 
fact or literary suggestion is sufficient of itself to make a work 
of art. Illustrations of this fallacy are all too common. They 
crowd the walls of all modern exhibitions, save, indeed, those 
of the Cubists and their kind, who, if nothing else, at least 
may claim this omission to their credit. 

_ The eighty-ninth exhibition of the Royal Scottish Academy 
is not without its examples, though happily few, of the mis- 
understanding in question, for it may be said at once that 
while works of outstanding importance are not numerous 
the general level of the pictures on the walls is of a high 
standard ; of the sculpture, apart from the Rodins, so much 
cannot be said. In both sections full value is given to the 
quality of the exhibits by the generally rigid selection and 
admirable hanging. Ample room is allotted to each work, 
the pictures, as in recent years, for the most part are “ spaced ” 
and hung in two, or at the most three, rows, an example which 
surelv might have been followed before now at Burlington House. 
The tentative effort there in one gallery last year held out 
hopes of complete accomplishment in this direction, hopes, 
alas, doomed to disappointment with the general return this 
year to the “ bargain-counter ” method of the Royal Academy. 

While the Scottish painter has, during the last generation 
at least, shown a bias in favour of landscape as his means of 
expression, the Exhibition on The Mound is fully representative 
of all the generally accepted modes of outlook, portraiture, 
figure-painting, historical, genre and religious, animal, . land- 
Scape and seascape, still-life, and flowers. And varied as is the 
subject, so is the mode of expression. From the detailed yet 
Sensitive little “ Girl Reading ” of Hugh Cameron to the ultra- 
impressionist “‘ Afternoon” by Cadell, the whole range of 
technical method may be studied. But, broad-minded as the 
Scottish Academy is, it happily finds no place as yet for the 
anarchist in art, the Futurist, the Cubist, or the newly arrived 

Vorticist,” for whom no doubt the Academy and all its 
Works would be included in the task of “ scavenging away the 
tefuse that has accumulated for the last century or so,” which, 
according to the organ of the latest movement, is its heaven-sent 
mission. Untrammelled by academic conventions, indeed, 
ad the three Cadells, and J. S. Peploe’s still-life, brilliant in 

eir realised results of colour and light, though by sleight-of- 
hand methods which savour on nearer. view of the conjurer- 


produced mystification; with these, among the “ invited” 
works the two Mancinis, powerful but sombre and _ heavily 
handled nudes, or the pair of life-size studies of the model by 
Ullman, each sitting on the far side of the same table (but 
painted bright green after the first sitting was concluded), 
and for greater variety in front and back views. They yet all 
have their qualities, and, being within the limits of pictorial 
art, require no written “ organ” to explain, if possible, their 
meaning and intention to a bemused and easily gullible public, 
as, naturally, does the “ painting” composed (?) of pieces of 
uncoloured firewood stuck on a canvas together with haphazard 
smears of paint which figures, let us hope, as the last gasp of 
the Doré Gallery Vorticists before they are swallowed up in 
their own maélstrom ! 

Before quitting the invited works (except for the Mancinis, 
confined this year among non-British artists to French and 
American) special reference must be directed to the exquisite 
Manet “ Devant la Psyche,” probably from its rather loose 
handling unfinished at the artist’s death, a study of the back 
view of an auburn-haired and blue-corseted woman, standing 
before a cheval glass; the three figure groups by Frieseke, 
delightful not only in their sense of deft accomplishment, but 
in the sensitive colour scheme with heliotropes predominating 
which seem to appeal specially to this artist; and again the 
‘“‘ Notre Dame de Paris” by Oberteuffer, the cathedral from. 
the south-west effectively simplified as a grey mass against a pale 
skv with the sharp greens and whites in the foreground, to 
give the necessary accent and relief. Yet is there not in this 
case something missed, and that of value, in its appeal asvart ? 
In the translation of a great poem into a tongue other than 
that in which it is written its meaning, mystery, and beauty 
should surely be conserved as far as possible, and, within 
limits, the same should hold good of a painter’s translation 
to canvas of a great work of architecture. Here, the majesty, 
the soul of the cathedral is gone, and one feels that, if equally 
useful to the composition, the Grands Magazins du Printemps, 
or the Eiffel Tower would have had the same appeal to the 
artist. Still, among the loans are the early Clausen “ La 
Pensée,” dating from 1880, yet retaining its sensitive appeal, 
La Thangue’s “ Provengal Winter,” full of the colour and 
glamour of the south, both from the collection of the Corpora- 
tion of Glasgow, together with the two characteristic examples 
of a world seen through suffused golden light in the late Gaston 
la Touche’s “ Bassin des Tuileries” and “Intrigue” (the 
former much the more successful), and Oswald Birley’s “ Room 
at James Prvde’s,” seen at last year’s Academy, an important 
and admirably realised interior in yellows and blacks, though 
to the architect’s eye marred by the grotesque contour of the 
base of the left-hand column, one of the pair which frame the 
view in the immediate foreground, and the more disturbing 
from the correctness of its neighbour. 

Among the portrait painters, the President, Sir James 
Guthrie, shows pre-eminent in his own galleries as he would 
in any contemporary collection. The searched character, 
the grave and noble dignity of his “ William Gardiner” is 
equalled in interest while contrasted in outlook by the 
vivacious portrait of an alert if grey-haired lady in black out- 
door costume with grey hat and veil against a red-curtained 
background. The Duke of Atholl, K.T., whose portrait, 
presented by Atholl men the world over, is Sir James’s third 
contribution, is at once a territorial chief, head of a great house, 
and withal the father of his clan and people. The artist’s 
insight has seized the appropriate envisagement, and the 
Duke is painted with verve and subtlety, seated with 
dignified assurance amidst his mountains in simple garb with 
kilt of Murray tartan, his only insignia, of which effective note is 
made, the personal brooch in his Balmoral bonnet. Little if 
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any less notable alike as regards artistic achievement and 
character study are E. A. Walton’s “ Theodore Salvesen, Esq.” 
and “A. J. Dunlop, Esq., C.I.E.,” in the former of which 
effective use is made of the dark-green uniform of the Royal 
Archer Corps, while Lavery’s latest rendering of Pavlova in 
the ecstatic abandon of the dance, with tossing limbs and rose- 
tinted draperies under a flame-coloured illumination, placed 
at the end centre in the great gallery is a veritable tour de force. 
With these, also, at least in skill of presentment, if somehow 
missing the Jargeness of vision required for an enduring work 
of art, are the two fine portraits by Fiddes Watt, a notable 
head of the late Campbell Noble, R.S.A., by Burns, interesting 
work in the like kind by Henry Kerr, and, of the younger men, 
by Herbert Gunn and Stanley Cursiter, the skilful interior 
group of three ladies by the last showing earlier promise 
rapidly merging in achievement. 

Of figure subjects other than pure portraiture, of special 
interest from its decorative qualities is the “‘ Adoration of the 
Magi,” by Duncan, in tempera. The three wise men, white- 
haired, fair-skinned, and black respectively, in richly embroi- 
dered robes of Celtic and Oriental design, approach with their 
gifts the Virgin and Child clad in subtle blue, green and white, 
the figures set against a mystic landscape background of hill and 
sea from the Western Isles; exquisitely sensitive alike in 
drawing and colour, it is far from being literary or anecdotal, 
and yet is curiously reminiscent of the late Fiona McLeod’s 
written portrayals of Western legend. Not less notable in its 
own way is Henry Lintott’s ‘‘ Modo Crepuscolare,” with floating 
figures in red, pale green, and black draperies hovering in the 
translucent evening sky and scattering the flowers of night 
upon the far-off white-clad figures of the dusk-enshrouded 
landscape beneath. Robert Burn’s “ My Love’s in Germanie, 
send him hame, send him hame,” the girl’s figure and piano in 
candle-light close drawn to a window commanding a vista in 
twilight of the outgoing river, is a finely imaginative and 
technically accomplished work, if lacking somewhat in vigour 
of handling in relation to its large scale, a defect which also 
characterises the same artist’s otherwise very beautiful 
“Western Seas.” Of the other figure pictures it must suffice 
to mention in passing the strongly charactered and vigorous 
contributions of Fra H. Newbery, the capable if somewhat 
loosely painted groups by Gemmill Hutcheson, James Paterson’s 
sensitive little interior “‘ Through the Looking-Glass,’” Hugh 
Munro’s “‘ Goose Girl,” reminiscent of Bastien Lepage, William 
Hole’s “The Epiphany,” earnest but not very convincing, 
and surely lacking in the decorative qualities essential to an 
altar-piece, with Gibb’s and Charlton’s episodical canvasses, 
historically exact doubtless, but pictorially uninteresting. 

Notable landscapes are many, as might be expected in 
such a collection. A brief allusion to some of the more 
prominent is alone possible within the limits of our space. 
In Gallery I. is Archibald Kay’s “ Storm in the Pass of Leny,” 
skilful and vigorous in its handling of the sunflecked foaming 
water under overhanging rocks and trees, yet lacking withal 
in immediacy. In the same room Robert Noble’s “ Siller 
Saaghs—Summer-time,” notwithstanding, or perhaps because 
of, its more factual presentation of things seen and felt, has a 
grip and an impressiveness wanting in the other. The silver 
willows are here but the vehicle by which to capture the all- 
embracing brilliancy of summer light. More decorative than 
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either in intention and result is Whitelaw Hamilton’s 
“* Berwickshire Headlands” on the adjoining wall, red cliffs 
hazy purple in the shadows of evening light overhanging a 
foam-smothered sea, yet losing nothing thereby in its inter. 
pretation of nature forms, as is the case in the “ high explosives ” 
trees in Eric Robertson’s ‘“ Thorington Meadow ” adjoining, 
In the Great Gallery a succession of important works shows 
the variety of interpretation and appeal of Nature as transmuted 
by the painter with a vision. Of these are D. Y. Cameron’s 
““ Nether Lochaber,” its grave, majestic hills rising over a pale 
strath with which pictorially the foreground bluff is doubtfully 
composed. James Paterson’s “‘September at Colvend,” 
brilliantly yet solidly built up with the blue water of the loch and 
white sail seen through rich green tree masses, and two exquisite 
Lawton Wingates, in one the sea and sky all pearly greys, in 
the other flushed with sunset glow, imaginative both, alike 
in conception and handling. To these a contrast in outlook 
is furnished by George Houston’s large “‘ Glengarnock Castle,” 
where every fact of melting snow and brown earth, distant 
uplands with tree clumps interspersed, and square-built castle 
by the fold of the stream in mid-distance is set down, yet with 
interpretive insight and comprehension of the value of each to 
the general result. W. M. Frazer’s ‘“‘ Peace” is somewhat 
anemic for its scale, and Campbell Mitchell’s ‘‘ Kintallen Mil,” 
brilliant in light and iridescent colour scheme too consciously 
“composed,” but again in Roche’s “ Richmond Castle” in 
this room and another elsewhere are delightful landscapes, in 
which one welcomes the return of this sensitive artist after 
years of forced seclusion through illness. In the remaining 
galleries we are confined to but a brief note in passing of 
Macaulay Stevenson’s subtly poetic “ Haste of Twilight,” 
Cadenheads gravely envisaged ‘‘ Moorland Scene,” three 
characteristic examples of Charles Mackie’s imaginative art, 
one of these with an admirable rendering of the “‘ Ca d’oro,” 
B. Eastlake Leader’s moonlit ‘‘ Hedgerow Elms,” seen in last 
vear’s Royal Academy, with, among those more recently 
‘ arrived” or arriving, Hamilton MacKenzie, who has a broadly 
painted rocky shore and sea with a lady painter at work in the 
foreground ; Herbert Gunn, subtly sensitive as to colour and 
deft as to handling in pictures from Seville and Paris; and 
Erskine Beveridge in “ Dunottar Castle,” finely seen across a 
gulley amid its surrounding cliffs, refined and dignified in 
conception. 

Among paintings of animals the work of George Pirie, 
William Walls, and, in the water-colour room, Edwin Alexander, 
are worthy of note, especially, perhaps, the finely-searched and 
expressive “ Couple of Hounds” by the first-mentioned, while 
among the flower studies, M. Hamilton in oil colour and 
Catherine Cameron and Constance Walton in water-colour 
contribute, among others, with character and effect. In the 
latter medium there are, indeed, a number of interesting 
works, some by artists already mentioned, as Paterson’s romantic 
** In the Heart of the Coolins,” Burn’s “ Ulva’s Isle,” Walton’s 
‘General Assembly,” and Cadenhead’s “ Fisher’s Hut.” A 
special feature of interest in the room devoted to this art is 
also to be found in a representative group of works by the 
late Henry Muhrman, while two drawings of Egyptian architec- 
ture by A. B. McKechnie, and more notably one of a similar 
subject by Erskine E. Nicol, masterly in its rendering of light 
and atmosphere, call for special attention.

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NOTES. 


THOUGH it was unfortunate that Mr. Charles Darling, 
Presentation of the first Colonial architect to receive the Gold Medal, 
the R.LB.A. was not able to be present on Monday at the Institute, 
Gold Medal. since all would have wished to show their appreciation 
of the work he has done in building up a school of 
architecture in the dominions beyond the seas, the occasion of the 
presentation was made notable by the presence of Sir George Perley, 
the High Commissioner for Canada, who received the Gold Medal for 
Mr. Darling, and took the opportunity of expressing the gratification 
he felt that an honour so highly appreciated had been bestowed 
on a Canadian who, he said, was held in the greatest esteem by 
all who knew him. The unusual circumstances led to the discussion 
which followed being rather imperial than architectural in tone— 
a note which was adhered to by Mr. Reginald Blomfield, who moved 
a vote of thanks to Sir George Perley in an able and eloquent 
speech, and by the Hon. W. P. Schreiner, K.C., C.M.G., the High 
Commissioner for South Africa, who seconded it in a speech full of 
patriotic feeling and happily tinged by a delightful sense of humour. 
Mr. Schreiner, while saying that they felt an honour to one dominion 
was an honour to ail, let it be known that it was possible that in 
South Africa there might be an architect who deserved a similar 
recognition ; while the President said that though the medal fell to 
one of our dominions for the first time, he was confident that the 
precedent would be repeated. “Allusion was naturally made by all 
speakers to the glorious part which Canadian troops have taken in 
the fighting in France, and to the equally magnificent manner in 
which the Australians have upheld the best traditions of the race in 
the Dardanelles, and to the work done by the united Dutch and 
English ‘citizens of the Empire in South Africa, which, though less 
replete with incident, are great achievements in the face of unusual 
difficulties, and would, as Mr. Schreiner said, be found to be no less 
worthy of a great place in the history of the war when they can be 
told in full. The meeting was in every way memorable and eventful, 
and one which will be remembered by all present when we are 
again in happier and more peaceful times. 








WE are glad to see that public opinion is alive to 
The Price of the desirability of taking advantage of the oppor- 
Stonehenge. tunity now afforded by the forthcoming sale of 
Amesbury Abbey estate to acquire Stonehenge, and 
that the matter is under the consideration of the National Trust. 
If we remember aright, the late owner was said to have put the price 
at £50,000 and to have refused an offer of £10,000 at the time when 
an endeavour was made to assert the right of the public to free 
access to the monument. We suppose this amount was fixed on 
some basis of reason and equity, but we must confess it is somewhat 
difficult to see how it was arrived at. Should Stonehenge be with- 
drawn from the sale of Amesbury Abbey, would the price obtained 
for the estate be lessened by that amount ? Or would Stonehenge 
fetch anything like that amount if put up separately to public 
auction? As a revenue-producing investment the monument 
itself with a few acres of barren down land surrounding it must be 
worth but a small amount. It is not easy to see how any appreciable 
revenue can be made out of it. If it were entirely enclosed from 
view exorbitant charges for admission might be wrung out of that 
class of wealthy tourist who must see such places at all costs; but 
even then it is doubtful whether a return could be made for the cost 
of enclosure and maintenance. In fact, Stonehenge appears to have 
no commercial value apart from the price of the land on which it 
is situated. It is protected by the Ancient Monuments Act and 
cannot be removed and sold to adorn the park of an American city. 
Its only value is a sentimental one, a question of national feeling 
No one would wish to think that an attempt was ever made to 
exploit that feeling to the tune of £50,000. It is pleasanter to pre- 
sume that the late owner did not wish to sell. 





Tuk exhibition of naval and military pictures now 

The Guildhall being held at the Guildhall is evidently the centre 
Exhibition. of great interest, which is not to be wondered at 
at the present time. It forms a fairly comprehensive 

collection of a large number of the war pictures which have been 
painted from the Napoleonic era onwards, together with the portraits 
of rulers, soldiers, sailors, and statesmen connected therewith. The 
collection includes the work of English, French, Russian, and 
Belgian artists, and bears evidence that in the painting of battle 
Scenes at least modern painters have made distinct headway, 
although such works as that of Desvarreux, 134, ‘* The Parisians at 
Jemmapes,” and 143, “‘ Napoleon Receiving the Colours Taken from 
the Enemy,” by Edouard Detaille, are in conception and dramatic 
effect greater than pictures of more recent date. But Maclise’s 
celebrated picture of the “ Meeting of Wellington and Bliicher after 
Waterloo,” 114, and “The Death of Nelson,” 118, by the same 
author, strike us as wooden and unreal compared with much of the 
work of to-day. One of the most dramatic and pathetic scenes 
> the rough crayon drawing entitled, we believe wrongly, “‘ Russian 
tisoners,’’ 32, which represents a number of wounded soldiers 
— bandaged eyes holding a rope. If we mistake not, this is a

* very vivid and tragic subject shown with much power. The 
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exhibition includes two fine portraits of the Grand Duke Nicholas ; 
‘“* Malines,” 111, by F. Lingini; “* Zolna in the Carpathians,” 107, 
by Lady William Baroness Amherst of Hackney ; ‘‘ The Burning of 
the Cloth Hall at Ypres,” 71, by Leon de Smet, and a number of 
subjects of topical interest. The portraits of Mr. Asquith, Lord 
Kitchener, and other actors in the drama of the day, including an 
admirable portrait of Vice-Admiral Sir David Beattie, by Hugh G. 
Riviere, will attract notice, as will also the sea pictures by Wyllie, 
Napier Hemy, R.A., Burgess, and other of our artists, while the 
pictures of Lady Butler and Caton Woodville carry us back to the 
latter half of the last century. Altogether the exhibition is both 
interesting and instructive, though from a point of view of art alone 
it may not take so high a place as some others. 





Messrs. AGNEW are holding an interesting exhibition 
An Exhibition of Old Masters of the Dutch and Early English 
of Old Schools at their galleries, in aid of the British Red 
Masters. (Cross Funds, which, although consisting of only 
fifty-one subjects, will afford picture lovers more 
satisfaction than could be obtained from many larger exhibitions. 
The gems of the collection are two very fine Rembrandts, the 
portrait of the woman known as Rembrandt’s cook, 43, and the 
picture of his father, 42 ; and a wonderful Van der Capelle, 47, showing 
still water and boats bathed in a golden light and full of atmosphere. 
The Frans Hals, 40, representing a boy reading, is another of the 
outstanding features of the exhibition, which includes a Rubens, 
32, ‘ Portrait of an Artist,’’ as well as examples of Cuyp, Wouvermans, 
Metsu, Ruysdael, and W. Van der Velde. Among the English pictures 
are a fine Constable, 14, “‘ A View of Harwich’; “‘ A Portrait of 
Miss Forbes,” by Raeburn, 23 ; another of “ Alicia Lady Steuart of 
Coltness,”’ by the same artist; a Romney, “ Mrs. Clay and Child” ; 
a Hoppner portrait, 13 ; five Gainsboroughs, one of them a remarkable 
portrait of ‘‘ Dr. William Pearce,” 10; and works by Reynolds, 
Morland, Cox, and Cotman.

The New’ the Suffolk-street Gallery is one of great interest, 
English as the selecting jury appears to be unusually catholic 
Art Club’s in its tastes, with the result that types of all schools 
Exhibition. of modern art except the strictly orthodox find a 


place in the exhibition. Though we feel little 
enthusiasm for some of the more modern manifestations of inspiration 
in art, we recognise they may serve a most useful purpose in preventing 
modern painting from becoming stereotyped and lifeless. The 
Black-and-white Room contains a fine series of Muirhead Bones’s 
delicate and forcible representations of architectural subjects, the 
best of which are 28, St. George's, Hanover-square, and 60, Old 
Regency, Oxford-cireus ; 5, ‘‘ Palma,’’ by Francis Dodd, is excellent, 
while John P. Flanagan contributes two portrait sketches of great 
merit, 34 and 37; 9, “ Margaret,”’ by Bernard Mevinsky, is a clever 
and delicate portrait in chalk, but we think all except the initiated 
will wonder with us at the point of view of the artists who produce 
such work as 18, “Christ and the Men of Emmaus,” by Stanley 
Spencer, and 59, ** Rabbi and Rabbizen,”” by Mark Gertler. If these 
are to be considered as art we should try to forget that there are 
such things as anatomy and nature. Among the oil paintings, that 
of most outstanding merit is the remarkable landscape entitled 
* Brick Cupolas,” by C. J. Holmes, an impressionistic factory scene 
painted with great crispness and force. Mr. Holmes also contributes 
two other telling landscapes, 121 and 131. The two interior scenes 
by W. W. Russell, 107 and 114, especially the latter, are of great 
merit; 129 and 135, by R. T. Enraght Mooney, are ‘‘ throw-backs’’ to 
methods of medixvalism, but are interesting and clever in their way. 
The Water-colour Room contains three delightful pictures by David 
Muirhead, 163, 197, and 210, and some pleasingly treated architectural 
studies by A. W. Rich. Altogether the exhibition will well repay a 
visit. 


Tue illustrations in this issue will, we think, convince 
Modern our readers that modern Scotch work can well hold 
Scottish its own with the best that is produced south of the 
Architecture. Tweed. A comparison between the work repre- 
sented and that shown in our English Academy 
number will leave us with the conviction that the work of our 
northern architects is on the whole more vigorous and definite in its 
character than the bulk of English work. The canny Scot of three 
centuries ago who rode up to London with a bag of oatmeal attached 
to his saddle and plenty of courage in his heart frequently made a 
name for himself in the southern capital, and, although his successors 
do not have to expose themselves to the “ perils of the road,” they 
frequently meet with equal good fortune in England. But whatever 
the Scotch do in the south, this issue will prove that they do not 
deplete their own land of architectural talent, and the greater 
simplicity of much of the work adds to rather than detracts from its 
quality. The best work is usually spacious in conception and at 
the same time reticent in the manner in which the conception is 
expressed, and much of the work we illustrate is instinct with these 
qualities. We hope in our issues in the future to be able to give a 
greater number of illustrations of the excellent work which is being 
carried out in Scotland, as an honourable rivalry between the three 
kingdoms in matters of art cannot fail to be productive of good to 
Great Britain and its newer lands beyond the seas. We may add 
that some of the material for this issue has reached us too late fer 
inclusion, but we shall give it subsequently.

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WAR BONUS DEMANDS : 
A DIFFICULT SITUATION. 


Buriprine trade employers find themselves 
in a difficult position at present, and so 
do their workmen, as may be _ inferred 
from the _ resolution of the National 
Board of Conciliation, reported on page 599, 
to-the effect that the high cost of materials 
for contracts taken prior to the war and the 
high cost of living due to the state of war 
have created a difficult position which must 
be recognised ; but the Board suggests that the 
National Federation takes into consideration 
the facts in order to see whether, where 
circumstances may justify it, some especial 
assistance may be granted to the men before 
winter comes in. The facts of the case 
appear to be that while contractors are bound 
to fulfil their contracts entered into prior to 
the war, no matter how hardly they are 
penalised by the high cost of materials, haulage, 
Jabour, and the rest, and can only rarely obtain 
any relief from their clients, and then solely 
as an a2t of grace, the workmen in the building 
trade find themselves faced with a much 
increas*d cost of living, which they see no way 
of meeting unless they get some increase of wages. 

But increases of wages can only be got under 
existing wage agreements after three or six 
months’ notice to the employers, and many of 
these notices can only be given at a specific 
period of the year, so as to expire on a fixed date, 
generally May 1. Unless, therefore, notices 
have been tendered in November, or some other 
of the winter months, nothing can be done to 
vary the wage-agreements until next spring. 

In 1912, 1913, and the early part of 1914 
there was considerable labour unrest, and 
many claims were made for advances of wages 
based upon the already increased cost of living. 
Employers in the building trade, recognising 
that those claims were, in the main, well 
founded, conceded advances of wages during 
those years to the extent of 15 to 20 per cent., 
but in many cases they were granted condition- 
ally upon the rates then agreed upon remaining 
in force for certain periods, in some cases for 
three years. 

Those trades which have been rendered busy 
by the war, such as transport, engineering, 
shipbuilding, munitions, etc., have been granted 
war bonuses of three to four shillings per week. 

Some of those trades require the services 
of joiners, carpenters, plumbers, electricians, 
painters, and labourers who are usually 
occupied in the building trade. 

The consequence is that there is a scarcity 
of labour in the building trade, although 
it is not very busy at the present time; 
moreover, there is unrest and discontent in 
those areas where the war trades are calling 
for building trade labour, which then partici- 
pates in the war bonus, and is thereby being 
seduced from its regular employers, who are 
losing their best men and finding themselves 
hampered and rendered liable for penalties in 
the carrying out of their already onerous 
contract engagements. 

The buildinz contractor is therefore as in a 
cleft stick: if he gives a war bonus to his 
men he will lose that much more heavily on 
his contracts ; if he refuses it he will lose the 
means of fulfilling them to time and incur 
penalties for delay. 

Workmen cannot be prevented from drifting 
away to better-paid jobs, and many go, but 
those who are left to the builders are thereby 
rendered still more discontented, and there is 
evidently a disposition to demand, without 
notice, war bonus payments from building trade 
contractors who are not engaged on war work. 

In these circumstances it is difficult for the 
executives of the trade unions to hold their 
members to their wage agreements, although 
it is believed they are very loyally using every 
effort to observe them hoaourably. 

They plead, however, that the exceptional 
circumstances which now exist, which were not 
in contemplation by either contractors when 
they made their contracts, or by workmen 
when they entered into those wage agreements, 
demand exceptional measures. Both parties 
think the Government should take some steps 
to relieve the situation, preferably by measures 
to reduce the cost of living, and, failing that, 
by requiring building owners to meet the 
enhanced cost of carrying out contracts by 
authorising their contractors to pay a war 
bonus to their workmea as the Government 
itself is doing on war contracts. 

It is very desirable that something should 
be done, because there are limits to the patience 
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and endurance of both contractors and work- 
men. If the endurance of the former is broken 
it means many failures and consequent stop- 
page of works, which can only be relet at 
greatly enhanced prices; if the endurance of 
the workmen is overtaxed it means repudiation 
of working-rule agreements, and, if the scarcity 
of labour supply is great enough, a temporary 
advance of wages obtained under duress. But 
labour, if it resorts to repudiation of wage 
agreements, will lay itself open to reprisals of 
a like kind later on. 

It is as certain as anything can be that 
the war will be followed, at no great distance, 
by a temporary depression which may be a 
pre‘ude to increased prosperity. If war bonuses 
are forced from employers now by the unions 
breaking away from their wage agreements, it 
will create a precedent for employers sub- 
sequently to enforce “* Depression Rebates,” 
because the circumstances of a depression 
will be just as abnormal as are the circum- 
stances of an advance. It is to be hoped 
that sufficient statesmanship will be forth- 
coming from the Government, the employers, 
and the unions to handle this delicate and 
difficult situation in a tactful, sympathetic, and 
withal effective manner.

Tenders.—The following tenders were re- 
ceived :—For providing and fixing complete 
low-pressure hot-water heating apparatus at 
Princess-road School (St. Pancras, West) ; and 
for (1) iron castings for the Tramways Depart- 
ment, and (2) for steel and iron castings for the 
Tramways Department. 

Loans.-—Sanction was given to the borrowing 
by the Hackney Borough Council of £3,031 for 
electricity house services, the borrowing by the 
Stepney Borough Council of £15,038 and £1,240 
for the purchase of property for extension of 
electricity undertaking, and the borrowing by 
the Westminster City Council of £50,000 for 
contribution towards street improvements. 

National Service Employment.—The General 
Purposes Committee recommended that in 
selecting persons for employment in the 
Council’s service after the conclusion of the 
war due weight be given to the claims of such 
candidates as have rendered or attempted to 
render national service. This was agreed to. 

List of Rates of Wages and Hours of Labour.— 
At the suggestion of the trade union concerned, 
and in the absence of a definite rate of pay in 
the agreement between the trade union and the 
association of master heating engineers, the 
General Purposes Committee recommended that 
the trade of “ hot-water fitters and gasfitters ”’ 
be omitted from the list of rates of wages and 
hours of labour. The same Committee also 
recommended that the hours of labour and 
rate of pay for overtime for the trade of painters 
and decorators in the painting trade inserted 
in the list of rates of wages and hours of labour 
be stated to be as follows :—‘‘ Hours of labour 
and overtime in accordance with the arbitrator's 
award between the workmen’s union and the 
London Master Decorators’ Association, dated 
October 2, 1913." The Council agreed to these 
recommendations. 

Vast London Industrial School: Alterations 
to Premises.—In a Report submitted by the 
Education Committee it was stated that the 
Home Office have given the managers of the 
East London Industrial School a grant of £500 
to assist them in carrying out the urgent work 
of alterations at the school, on the understand- 
ing that this sum shall be regarded as the 
Home Office contribution towards the cost of 
the larger scheme, which it is hoped the Council! 
will enable the managers to carry out after the 
war. 

Displacements of Persons of the Working- 
Classes.—The Housing of the Working-Classes 
Committee submitted the following recom- 
mendation, which was agreed to :—‘* That the 
Council considers it unnecessary to provide new 
dwellings under a special scheme for rehousing 
the seventy-six persons of the working-classes 
displaced, or to be displaced, from No. 2, 
Turner’s-place, and Nos. 52, 54, and 456, 
Northey-street, Limehouse; Nos. 37 and 38, 
Marian-square, Bethnal Green; Nos. 1 and 2, 
Midway-place, Rotherhithe; and Priestley’s- 
yard, St. George-in-the-East.

Air Raid Claims. 

In the House of Commons on Monday Mr. 
Runciman said he was considering whether a 
scheme could be devised’ to cover loss and 
damage by bombardment and aircraft in so far 
as such damage and loss were not covered by 
the terms of the ordinary fire insurance policy. 
The payment of adequate premiums by the 
persons insuring their property would, of course, 
form an essential feature of any scheme. He 
hoped to be able to make an announcement 
shortly. 

Safeguarding Public Buildings. 

In the House of Commons a few days ago Mr. 
Tennant said :—Article 27 of the Annex to The 
Hague Convention lays down that in sieges and 
bombardments all necessary steps must be 
taken to spare, as far as possible, buildings 
dedicated to public worship, art, science, or 
charitable purposes, historic monuments, hos- 
pitals, and places where the sick and wounded 
are collected, provided they are not being used 
at the time for military purposes, and states 
that it is the duty of the besieged to indicate 
such buildings or places by distinctive and 
visible signs, which shall be notified to the 
enemy beforehand. In accordance with this 
Article his Majesty’s Government notified their 
intention to use for this purpose a sign consist- 
ing of a large stiff rectangular panel divided 
diagonally into two painted triangular portions, 
the upper portion black and the lower portion 
white. No other arrangements have been 
made between the British and German Govern- 
ments for the protection of such buildings. 


Serious Accident in Islington. 

On Tuesday last week about six o’clock in 
the evening the heavy cornice and parapet of 
four houses in Arlington-square fell with 4 
tremendous crash, smashing the railings of the 
areas, the pavement, and the arches over the 
vaults beneath the pavement. Two children 
were injured. It appears that on the 11th inst, 
Mr. Henry Lovegrove, District Surveyor of 
Islington (South) and Shoreditch, gave a certl 
ficate that the cornices of Nos. 7 and 8 were 
dangerous, and a scaffolding had been erected 
in front of No. 8 with a view of carrying out 
the requirements of the notice, and it is assum 
that these cornices fell and took with them 
those of the two adjoining houses. At a sub- 
sequent visit the District Surveyor condemn 
the cornices in the remaining houses in the 
terrace. L

House at Crail. 


we ae }HIS house was erected as a summer 
"| residence for Mr. Samuel Brush, a 

2 Dundee manufacturer, in Crail, an 

=—— old-fashioned fishing village on the 
coast of Fifeshire, which possesses many pic- 
turesque old houses of a type peculiar to the 
county. An attempt has been made in the 
design to retain the native character, and, in 
the main, local materials have been used. The 
site is a commanding one, overlooking the 
Firth of Forth, and the front garden stretches 
down to the shore. The walls are of stone, 
rough cast, with white freestone dressings, and 
the roof is covered with Roman tiles made in 
Fifeshire.

Tue house is on the “sun trap” principle, 
and so placed that even on its shorter circuits 
the sun reaches all the walls at some part of 
tie day ; it is essentially an economical house 
in cube space, materials used, and ease of 
working. At the same time, the accommoda- 
tion is very ample for a small house—seven 
bedrooms and one dressing, or six, with a 
tiird sitting-room, bathroom, and two lava- 
tories on first floor, and large boxroom in the 
roof, hanging ‘cupboards in all bedrooms, and 
penty of press accommodation. The walls are 
13-in. hollow brick, rough cast; the stone steps 
and dressings are from Hailes (also the bricks), 
Which is the local quarry; the slates are 
green Buttermere of broken colour. 

All the interior woodwork (with the exception 
of the panels, which are birch) is whitewood 
stained a pleasant olive brown with Solignum. 
All the walls, without exception, are dis- 
tempered with Blundel’s stucco paint.

Libraries, Dundee. 

Tue Central Reading-Rooms were erected 
at a cost of £11,000 on a site in close proximity 
to the Central Library, the site having been 
provided by Sir Wm. Ogilvy Dalgleish, Bart., 
and the expense of the building being met by 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie. The basement is 
occupied for storage, the ground floor as reading- 
rooms, and the upper floor as sculpture galleries 
and an exhibition of old Dundee. Blackness 
Library was erected at a cost of £7,000 on a 
site provided by ex-Bailie Robertson, the cost 
of the building being also met by Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie. The ground floor is occupied as 
lending library and reading-room for children, 
the upper floor being used as reading-rooms for 
males and females. Coldside Library was 
erected at a cost of £7,000 on a site provided 
by ex-Lord Provost Barrie, the cost here again 
being met by Mr. Andrew Carnegie. The 
ground floor is occupied as lending library 
and children’s reading-room, and the upper 
floor as reading-rooms for males and females. 
In each case the libraries occupy prominent 
corner sites, the’ Central Reading-Rooms in 
the centre of the city, the Blackness in the 
extreme west, and Coldside in the extreme 
north.

Civic Centre, Dundee. 

Tue scheme for a civic centre for the city of 
Dundee is part of a ae pee Central 
Improvement Scheme which provides for the 
removal of many insanitary properties in the 
centre of the city. The removal of these 
insanitary buildings, involving a purchase 
price of over half a million, is separate from 
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the civic centre, the site of which would be on 
an obsolete dock in proximity to High-street. 
In conjunction with the provision of the civic 
centre the river front is proposed to be improved 
and land extending to 85 acres reclaimed 
from the river, the reclaimed land being laid 
out as a pleasure ground and wide esplanade. 
The removal of the insanitary buildings is 
in progress, but no decision has yet been arrived 
at as to the civic centre.

** Camis-Eskan,”’ Dumbartonshire. 

Tuts mansion house has an ancient history, 
going back to the fifteenth century, but beyond 
a dated window lintel on the back wall no 
trace of this earlier work or of the buildings 
erected in the course of the two centuries 
following were visible under uninteresting 
accretions, with accompanying demolitions, of 
comparatively recent times. As the result of 
further investigation the stone vaulted ground 
story of the early keep was discovered, though 
much cut up and occupied by wine cellars and 
stores, and this was cleared and opened up to 
form the entrance-hall. The interior of the 
house generally was largely remodelled, and 
electric light and other modern conveniences 
introduced at the same time. The views 
illustrated are those of the hall above men- 
tioned and the dining-room. The ceiling there 
and in the morning-room were modelled and 
executed to designs by the architect by Messrs. 
Shirlaw & Thursfield, of Glasgow ; the builders 
were Messrs. Anthony Trail & Son, of Helens- 
burgh, with carpenter work and oak finishings 
by Mr. Wm. Jack; and the electric light in- 
stallation was carried out by Mr. J. B.

St. Margaret’s Church, Newlands. 

Tuts church, which is situated in a residential 
suburb south of Glasgow, consists of a nave 
with a western baptistry, which is illustrated, 
and a suite of halls and vestries. The nave 
walls inside are finished in stone. There is a 
central aisle and two side aisles, with arcades 
of stone pillars and arches. The feature of 
the church is the design of the halls, which are 
grouped round a cloister court and communi- 
cate by eastern and western processional doors 
with the church. The work, as will be seen 
by the illustration, has been designed in the 
Norman style. It is proposed to add a large 
chancel, with side aisles, at the east end of the 
nave and to complete the tower, the vaulted 
basement of which has now been erected at the 
west end. 

Mr. P. Macgregor Chalmers, architect, Glas- 
gow, has designed and supervised the works. 
The masons were Messrs. W. & J. Taylor, of 
Glasgow.

New Building for the Young Men’s Christian 
Associition, Edinburgh. 

Tuts design was placed first by the assessor 
in a limited competition, and its erection is now 
in progress, polished white sandstone from 
Blaxter Quarry being adopted for the front 
elevation. 

The accommodation comprises large reception 
hall and lounge, with annex for reading and 
writing, a lecture hall and concert-room to 
hold 350 persons, a small hall, library, and 
smoking-room, billiard-room for three tables, 
large gymnasium, with dressing-room and 
baths en suite, and an hostel, with sleeping-rooms 
for fourteen young men, dining-room, bath- 
rooms, ete., also a private house for the 
caretaker. 

The principle of construction adopted is 
reinforced-concrete stanchions, beams, and 
floors. A heating and ventilating system will 
be adopted throughout the building, which will 
be lighted by electricity. 

The estimated cost of the structure, exclusive 
of furnishings and tittings, is £12,000.

New Training College and Practising School, 
Dundee, for the St. Andrews Provincial 
Committee for the Training of Teachers. 
TuEsE buildings, of which we give a view 

and plan, are being erected on a somewhat 

restricted site adjoining Dundee University 

College. The plan (p 584) shows the general 

arrangement and disposition of the buildings. 
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The ground floor, which is semi-basement and 
has a separate entrance for students, is utilised 
for men’s and women’s changing rooms, lava- 
tories, etc., large. gymnasium with dressing. 
rooms; wood and metal workshops, dining. 
room, kitchen offices, etc.; while the third 
floor is set apart for two laboratories, 
Nature study-rooms, lecture theatre, art-room, 
rooms for clay modelling, cookery, laundry, and 
domestic science. Further plans will be given 
in our next issue. The third floor is occupied 
by art-room, room for clay modelling, and 
Nature study-rooms, and a large part of 
flat roof at back is occupied for Nature 
study, conservatory, and recreation purposes, 
For the convenience of staff, students, 
and school pupils these two buildings are 
connected by an overhead bridge at level 
of classroom floor. The buildings are being 
executed in red Dumfries stone, and the 
estimated cost is about £50,000. The architect

The scheme includes 
an Art Gallery presented to the borough by 
Messrs. Grundy. The cost of Library and Art 
Gallery was £16,000. The building was com- 
pleted in 1911. It was won in open competition. 
The architects are Messrs. Alex Cullen, Loch- 
head, & Brown. 





Hamilton Academy. 


Tus building was completed in 1913 for the 
Hamilton School Board, and consists of Higher 
Grade School, Technical School, and Primary 
School, the last named being a detached 
building. The cost was £50,000. It was won 
in open competition. The architects were 
Messrs. Alex. Cullen, Lochhead, & Brown.

Kildonan Mansion House, Barrhill, and 
Blanefield, Kirkoswald. 


KitpoNAN House is being erected for Mr. 
D. E. Wallace on the site of the old mansion 
house, which has been demolished. The walls 
are built of cream-coloured sandstone from 
quarries in Cumberland, while the roofs are 
slated with Caithness slabs. The internal 
finishings of the rooms are mostly in oak and 
other hardwoods. The Great Hall extends the 
height of two floors, the staircase being made 
a feature at one end. The hall has a high 
dado of Austrian oak, the upper walls being 
faced with Painswick stone. The contractors 
are Messrs. J. & D. Meikle, Ayr. 

Blanefield has recently been erected for Mr. 
J. R. Richmond. The walls are partly built 
of freestone of a cream tone and partly rough- 
cast, while the roofs are slated. The vestibule 
and hall are panelled in Austrian oak.

The site is on high 
ground, commanding a fine view westwards 
towards the ancient Castle of Balquhain and 
Bennachie. All the corners and dressed work 
of the tower are of red Corrennie granite} the 
walling being of rough boulders gathered on 
the site.

Candlish Church Tower, Edinburgh. 


Tuts Tower, which has just been completed, 
is built with rubble from Haile’s Quarry, Mid- 
lothian. The hewn work is of liver rock from 
Closeburn Quarry, Dumfriesshire. There is a 
stair in Tower leading to Gallery at west end 
of church, also a stair to a children’s library 
in upper part of Tower. Provision has also 
been made for the erection of a peal of bells 
at a later date in belfry. The church occupies 
an important position at the corner of Polwarth- 
terrace and Harrison-road, the principal con- 
tractorsfor the work being Messrs. Wm. Gerrard

House at Helensburgh. 


Tue house at Helensburgh is situated on an 
elevated site overlooking the Firth of Clyde, but 
rather restricted in size, particularly as to 
width. The plans show the accommodation, in 
which, to meet the requirements of the owner, 
no “sitting-room”’ hall was provided. It is 
built of a warm pinkish rubble from Bothwell 
Park Quarry and white dressings from Auchen- 
heath, with a little timber framing where con- 
structionally of advantage. The roof is covered 
with random slates from Aberfoyle in tones 
of green, grey, and brown. 

The contractors are local; the mason work 
by Mr. Alex. Miller, the carpenter and joiner 
work by Mr. Wm. Jack. <A. N. PATeRson. 


‘New Premises at Gourock for the National 
Bank of Scotland, Ltd. 


Tuts building is at present under construc- 
tion to replace an old two-story block formerly 
rented and receatly acquired by the Bank. 
The main frontage is on an open place, across 
which it overlooks the pier and the sea. The 
accommodation consists of the Bank’s premises 
on the street level, with three small shops and 
the entrance to the upper floors on the side 
street. On the first floor is a suite of Offices, 
and the remainder of the building is devoted 
to three and four roomed houses. It is built 
of a pinkish red freestone from Locharbriggs 
Quarry and roofed with Aberfoyle slates. The 
Bank windows are teak, and its premises are 
finished internally with marble and terrazzo 
floor, oak panelling, and mahogany fittings.

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Mortality among Painters. 


Sir,—In the able and lucid commentary 
which you make in your leader of May 28 on 
the White Lead Committee’s Report there 
are two points which will bear a little closer 
scrutiny, and on which you will perhaps allow 
me tocomment. The first point is with regard 
to prohibition in France, which was to have 
been enforced at the beginning of this year. 
It has not been enforced, and its enforcement 
has always been regarded as doubtful, so little 
was it in accord with popular feeling. 

The French Commission which conducted 
the inquiry that preceded the French _pro- 
hibition enactment depended largely (as the 
British Report states, p. 107) on the evidence 
of various scientific witnesses who had decided 
that lead was thrown off in the form of emana- 
tions from drying white-lead paint. ‘This 
theory was not unanimously held by the French 
experts, Professor Armand Gautier dissenting 
wholly from their conclusions, and when the 
experiments were repeated he was found to 
be right and their experiments to be faulty. 
A similar history is to be recorded of experi- 
ments in respect of lead ‘‘ emanations” in 
England. Professor Baly, of Liverpool, thought 
he had detected them, and at the outset of the 
British Commission it was assumed that he 
was right. But when the matter was again 
put to the test by Professor Henry E. Armstrong, 
¥.R.S. (Past- President of the Chemical Society), 
-by Mr. C. A. Klein, Mr.’ Kenneth Goadby 
(Medical Referee Lead Poisoning, County of 
London), and Dr. J. J. Dobbie, of the Government 
Laboratory, it was shown once and for all that 
neither Professor Baly’s tests nor the first 
French ones had any validity. There is no 
such thing as ‘‘ lead emanation.”’ 

The second point, which is mentioned also 
in Mr. Alan E. Munby’s article, has reference to 
the life of the painter ; ‘‘ The ordinary painter’s 
life is shorter by about eight years than that 
of an average member of the population.” 

It is Dr. Collis, a member of the Committee, 
who makes himself responsible for this con- 
clusion, and the statement appears to be based 
on what the Report calls ‘a deduction 
from the Registrar-General’s figures.” The 
statement was that “the median age of death 
of the plumbers, painters, and glaziers is forty- 
eight to forty-nine as compared with fifty-six 
and fifty-seven among the general male popu- 
lation.”” The report adds that this median age 
at death is regarded by Bowley in his book, 
“The. Elements of Statistics,’ as the most 
useful form of average. The deduction is 
referred to as if it were a statement of the 
Registrar-General. It is not. It was merely 
a calculation made by Dr. Collis. Moreover, 
Mr. Bowley in his book nowhere says that he 
“regards the median age at death as the most 
useful form of average.” Such an assertion, 
if made, would have shown ignorance of the 
most elementary principles of vital statistics, 
because it ignores the necessity of taking into 
account the age distribution of the sections of 
the community which are compared—that is 
to say, the age distribution of the painters, 
plumbers, and glaziers, and the age distribution 
of the rest of the population. The fallacy of a 
comparison of mortality by taking the median 
age at death alone as the basis may be illustrated 
by a simple instance. The population of a 
workhouse infirmary would vield a high median 
age at death, because this section of the popula- 
tion largely consists of old people. The popula- 
tion of a school would yield a low median age 
at death, because this section of the population 
consists of the young. Hence a comparison 
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between the two would lead to the ridiculous 
inference that the incidence of mortality in a 
school is much higher than the incidence of 
mortality in a workhouse infirmary. 

It happens, however, that the Registrar- 
General’s own figures themselves give a much 
more accurate view of the rates of death among 
house painters. There will be found on p. 182 
of the 1908 Supplement the following com- 
parative mortality figures relating to deaths in 
Industrial districts, in London, and in England

It will thus be seen that the mortality in the 
class (3) of painters, plumbers, and glaziers, the 
vast majority of this class being house painters, 
compares well with the mortality of all occupied 
males in industrial districts and with all 
occupied males in London—although this latter 
class contains a large number of professional 
men who would be reckoned first-class lives by 
assurance companies. Moreover, the com- 
parative mortality of painters, etc., is only 
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very slightly above that of all occupied males 
in England and Wales. 

From the same Registrar-General’s returns it 
will be found that at all ages between fifteen 
and fifty-four the mortality among painters, 
etc., is lower than that among other industrial 
occupations. E. 8. G.

HE eighty-ninth exhibition of the 
T Royal Scottish Academy is not a 

notable one architecturally, but it 
has many elements which please us more 
than some previous shows within the 
same walls,

Its most notable feature is the absence of 
‘* foreign ’’—in which term we would include 
English—works, and it does not rely therefore 
on these, as so many former shows did, for 
interest. Last year the pictorial effect of the 
room was sustained by French importations, 


and, however interesting these were and 
justly complimentary to the traditional 


good relations between the two countries, no 
true lover of native art could consider it a 
healthy sign. This year the works shown 
are practically all Scottish, or by Scottish 
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Mr. Alexander N. Paterson, A.BR.S.A., F.B.1.B.A., Architect,

architects. Of these works few can be 
classed as outstanding either in interest or 
presentment, but all are carefully selected 
and hung, and show a high general level of 
ability. Also we may say that there is not 
one exhibit which cannot justify its selection, 
a remark which can be applied to few annual 
exhibitions. The majority of the frames 
contain photographs, some of these from 
drawings, but there are a few excellent 
examples of draughtsmanship which relieve 
the general austerity of the room. 

The Scottish architect evidently does not 
believe in spending time or money on the 
presentation of his ideas to the public, and 
while we agree with him that photographs 
backed with explanatory plans and details 
form a thoroughly sound method of 
illustrating architectural art, we yet feel that 
the dignity of a National Academy and the 
company which the “ Mistress Art” keeps 
with her overgrown children in such an 
exhibition demands a less modest appeal to 
the general public if it is to have any influence 
with or set a standard of taste to them. 

There are good architects in Scotland— 
unfortunately for Scotland many of the best 
find her too small a field for their efforts— 
and they have fine traditions to build up a 
national art from, so may we not also expect 
worthy results of their efforts ? 

The Academicians and Associates are well 
represented this year, and set a good 
example and a high standard to their pro- 
fessional brethren. Mr. Washington Browne 
has two works, Nos. 557 and 562, the first a 
wash drawing of the facade for the Young 
Men’s Christian Institute, Edinburgh, a very 
moderate Renaissance design, poorly drawn, 
and the latter a perspective drawing of his 
winning design for St. Paul’s Bridge, London, 
a powerful piece of work which will he 
well known to our readers. 

Mr. Hippolyte J. Blanc shows two illustra- 
tions of a Ladies’ College in Queen-street, 
Edinburgh—a }-in. wash-drawing of the 
central part of the facade, which is excellent 
alike in scale and draughtsmanship, and an

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Sir John Burnet is represented by two 
works of exceptional interest. Nos. 558 
and 563 are illustrations of the restoration 
of Duart Castle, Island of Mull, an ancient 
stronghold which has been brought back to 
habitable form. The building is shown in 
plan, section, and elevation before and after 
restoration, with perspective views of the 
completed work. The subject seems to 
be most sympathetically treated, though the 
illustrations—photos of drawings—are some. 
what small to judge. 

One of the best exhibits in the room, and 
one which shows its author's powers of 
handling an ordinary problem in an unusual 
manner, is No. 572, by the same architect. 
This is a building for the Institute of 
Chemistry, London, and the _ illustrations 
shown of it are alike satisfying to the eye 
and the intelligence. A very clever _per- 
spective sketch in black and white with a 
certain lithographic quality, and 3-in. detail 
working drawing of the front, are grouped 
with a small plan. Breadth of conception 
and meticulous care of detail are combined 
with an unusual charm and originality. If 
we might be critical, we would say that 


the entrance-door seems somewhat out 
of scale. 
Mr. A. N. Paterson shows three frames 


containing illustrations of a small bank at 
Gourock, and two country houses, one new 
and the other additions. No. 548 (House at 
Helensburgh) contains coloured plans and 
elevations nicely drawn of a small house of 
local character. No. 549 (New Premises, 
Gourock, for the National Bank of Scot!and, 
Ltd.) is a large perspective of excellent 
draughtsmanship and colour ; while No. 550 
(Camis-Eskan, Dumbartonshire) contains 
nine photos of country-house interiors, 
apparently additions of considerable interest. 

Mr. James Miller is best represented by 
No. 559, Kildonan Mansion, Barrhill, Ayrshire, 
which is a large country house of quiet 
Elizabethan type, in which reliance is placed 
on the disposition of roofing and windows for 
effect. He shows also No. 565, a house 
at Kirkoswald, Ayrshire—an unpretentious 
building of stone and roughcast of fair merit.

“ Balmadies,”’ Colinton.—Mr. M. M. Ochterlony, Architect. 
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The new choir stalls, etc., Dumblane 
Cathedral, by Sir Robert Lorimer, are well 
shown by five photos in No. 5&0. The 
exquisite handling of the rich motif adopted is 
only what we have come to expect from its 
author. 

Other members of the Academy repre- 
sented are Mr. Marshall Mackenzie and Mr. 
Wm. Kelly. The former has a drawing of the 
Lowson Memorial Church, Forfar, giving plan, 
elevation, and section in rather an_ unin- 
teresting and diagrammatic manner. The 
building itself is a most interesting one, in 
character akin to St. Machar’s, Aberdeen, 
and other Scottish east coast churches. Mr. 
Kelly has a wash perspective and _ scale 
drawing of a small memorial tower (the 
Harlaw Memorial)—a simple hexagonal 
structure of stone. 

Other well-known architects are also 
represented: Messrs. Clifford & Lunan 
with illustrations, two frames of photographs 
of a house at Kelvinside, Glasgow, Renais- 
sance work of some merit and richly finished 
internally, and of the new City Hall at Perth, 
a building which has considerable monu- 
mental quality but some _ unfortunate 
sculpture. Messrs. J. Jerdan & Son show 
a large scale elevation and photographs of 
Candlish Church tower, in which the detail 
is somewhat thin. The drawing is very 
delicately coloured. 

Mr. Macgregor Chalmers has photographs 
of two of his recent churches. No. 567 is 
a view of the western baptistry of St. 
Margaret’s Church, Newlands, which is 
treated as an apsidal end in the Romanesque 
manner which Mr. Chalmers affects in most 
of his work. No. 603 contains interior and 
exterior views of St. Anne’s Church, 
Corstorphine, of similar type. Both of these 
buildings are most thoughtfully detailed 
within the limits of the style, and, if some- 
what consciously archaic in conception, 
have a clear architectural quality to commend 
them. 

Messrs. Stewart & Paterson also show two 
churches, both in Glasgow, of which we 
prefer No. 579, St. Gilbert’s, Pollokshields, 
a building which, apart from its situation, 
has considerable merit. The early style 
adopted seems more desirable for a church 
of moderate cost if pretentiousness and 
shoeddiness are to be avoided. _

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provided for the retention of the old Tolbooth 
steeple in spite of its obvious disadvantages 
to traffic, and this, we think, was very 
desirable. Upon investigation since of the 
tower, however, we believe it has been found 
to be in such a precarious state as to render 
building operations near it very dangerous. 
The proposal now shown—and approved, 
w: understand, by the public authorities— 
is the removal of the steeple to a site closely 
adjoining, but clear of the traffic, embodying 
with it the market cross and reconstructing 
the adjoining properties so as to be in 
harmony with the other large commercial 
structures in this neighbourhood. The illus- 
trations shown—photographs of wash- 
drawings—g've an idea of the effect from 
several poi.ts of view, and promise an 
interesting ..d harmonious group. 

Another important scheme is that shown 
by Mr. James Thomson in No. 599—a 
proposed civic centre for Dundee. A very 
dignified group of buildings is shown in a 
most carefully-drawn coloured bird's-eye 
view. This is a most ambitious scheme, 
and if realised would make Dundee one of 
the finest of our smaller cities. That Mr. 
Thomson has already done some good work 
in Dundee is indicated by views of the central 
and branch libraries which are also shown. 

Dealing with the other works on view as 
they appear in the catalogue, No. 542 is a 
nice coloured interior of a boudoir of late 
French character ; No. 543, a small library 
design by Mr. A. G. Henderson, is a careful 
expression of a familiar problem ; while No. 
544 (Chesterknowes, Roxburghshire, by 
Messrs. Henry & Maclennan), No. 545 (Glen- 
head, Lenzie, as remodelled, by Mr. W. B. 
White), and No. 546 (Tillyloss, Dundee, by 
Messrs. Maclaren, Sons, & Soutar) are 
domestic subjects treated in the local manner 
by their authors, and of fair merit. The 
house at Dundee, by Messrs. Maclaren, Sons, 
& Soutar, shows some excellent woodwork 
and a nice garden house. No. 547, by Messrs. 
Cullen, Lochhead, & Brown, contains illus- 
trations of entrances to three public buildings, 
all of architectural importance. They also 
show a small house (No. 593). Mr. E. L. 
Lutyens shows a plan and four photographs 
of perspective views of his Delhi proposals, 
with which we are already familiar. These 
illustrations are too small and too sketchy to 
give a clear idea of the scheme. No. 552, 
by Mr. Frank Blanc, is a rather crude 
coloured perspective of a large factory.

Two photographs of a sketch model for a 
monument are shown in No. 555 (Mr. 
Alexander Proudfoot), in which architect 
and sculptor have happily combined. The 
lower groups are somewhat detached, but 
the general effect is well contained. 

The house at Crail, by Messrs. Thoms & 
Wilkie, is treated in the spirit of the pictur- 
esque Fife villages, which, as long as it does 
not run to eccentricity, is a delightful variant 
on domestic practice. They show good work 
also in No. 588 (Kinpurnie Castle, Newtyle). 
Mr. James A. Morris, of Ayr, shows some 
church fittings which are admirable both in 
design and craftsmanship, while his Lych- 
gate at St. Ninians, Troon, is also noteworthy. 

Domestic work by Mr. W. H. McNab is shown 
in three frames—No. 576 (Beneffrey), No. 
583 (Rossdhu, Luss), and No. 596 (Newstead. 
B:-arsden). The first of these is a large sub- 
urban house finished in a massive style with 
stone chimney-pieces and oak panelling. We 
prefer the second—interior views of drawing- 
room, Rossdhu, Luss, with its segmental 
ceiling and late Renaissance woodwork.

This is a fine apartment, and the detail is 
excellent. The third frame (No. 596) has 
views of a small house of average merit. 

Messrs. Maclaren, Sons, & Soutar show 
more domestic work in Nos. 577 and 585, 
but the interest of these exhibits is more in 
the drawing than in the architecture. Both 
are free, splashy, and clever colour sketches, 
and we welcomed them as a note of gaiety 
somewhat lacking in the room. 

No. 578 is a pen-and-ink perspective of the 
new Teachers’ Training College at Dundee 
by Mr. T. Martin Cappon, and shows a large 
building of only moderate interest, while 
No. 595 contains interior views of the new 
Mitchell Library at Glasgow by Mr. W. B. 
Whitie, of which we have, in a former 
number, given illustrations. 

Mr. James B. Dunn is represented by four 
frames—Nos. 586, 590, 594, and 602—all 
illustrations of houses. Of these, the most 
important is a detail drawing of Haggerston 
Castle, which would almost require some 
explanation to justify its exhibition, as it 
might equally pass for an illustration of the 
Orders or a detail of a cloister. The work 
shown in Mr. Dunn’s other illustrations is 
good, particularly No. 586, a house in 
Perthshire. Other domestic works are those 
by Mr. Beattie Brown and Mr. Ochterlony 
Those by the former are good work, but the 
latter has sacrificed convenience to eccen- 
tricity and presented his ideas in a rather 
poor ink sketch.

DUNROBIN CASTLE. 

This, the ancestral home of the Earls of 
Sutherland, and now serving as a war hospital, 
suffered great damage from fire on Sunday, 
June 13 last. Most of the modern portion of 
the Castle has been either destroyed or very 
severely injured by fire and water. Many of 
the pictures are ruined, and much valuable old 
furniture and wall hangings are lost. The 
Castle stands on the cliff at the north shore of 
Dornoch Frith. The most ancient part of the 
buildings are ascribed to Robert, second Earl 
of Sutherland, 1097-8. Recent additions pre- 
sented a solid variegated mass of masonry 
about 100 ft. square and 80 ft. high, having 
three main floors, the ashlar consisting of a 
hard white freestone quarried on Brora and 
Bramburgh Hill, in the adjacent neighbour- 
hood. The old structure has thus been greatly 
modernised with a multitude of high towers 
with pinnacles, and many turrets on corbels, the 
main tower rising to a height of 150 ft. from 
the basement terrace, the general appearance 
being that of a French chateau, with details 
after the ‘Scottish baronial” manner. A 
sum of nearly £250,000 was expended sixty 
years ago upon the enlargement and com- 
pletion of the towers, which are now almost 
destroyed, 
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ROYAL SCOTTISH ACADEMY: SCULPTURE. 





“The Archer.” 
By Mr. Percy Portsmouth, A.R.S.A. 


S it, one wonders, that the perfervidum 
ingenium Scotorum requires colour to 
give itself full expression in the arts that 

sculpture has never found an adequate home 
in the northern country? That this is so, 
whatever the cause, is doubtless one reason 
for the somewhat poor display in this section 
of the Scottish Academy, apart from the 
magnificent Rodins. It must, however, be 
remembered that in these trying times the 
sculptor is in even worse case than the 
painter, having, like the architect, to await 
& commission, rare at present, for works of 
importance, while these again, if produced, 
are costly to send for exhibition unless the 
author is fortunate enough to be on the 
‘invited’ list. In the delightful gallery 
devoted to this section, with its columns 
and simple wall surfaces of warm grey stone, 
coved ceiling in soft matted blue, and drab 
marble floor, there are, beyond the loans, 
but one or two pieces which merit con- 
sideration in detail. In ** The Elf,” by Mr. 
Goscombe John, and ‘The Springtide of 
Life,’ by Mr. W. R. Colton, both in marble 
and lent from its collection by the Corporation 
of Glasgow, are seen characteristic examples 
of modern English sculpture, poetic in 
conception, suave ard skilful in composition 
and modelling, but failing to reach the 
elemental gravity which their enduring 
material especially calls for, and which 
seems inherent in nearly all the work of 
the Masters of Greece and the Italian 
Renaissance. More akin to these in this 
respect is the neighbouring fine “* Head of 
St. George,” in bronze, by Mr. Alfred 
Drury. 

Of the purely Scottish 
Macgillivray’s ‘‘ La Flandre” arrests the 
attention by its power and character. Fine 
in conception, vigorous in modelling, this 
bust, with the accompanying sonnet by 
the sculptor, are mutually expressive of that 
harassed yet dauntless country which still 
“beats through the murk to where the 
dawn must be.” On a lower plane is the 
same artist’s half-length figure, ‘* Fleur-de- 
lis *—graceful, but lacking in the strength 
and character looked for in his work ; which, 
however, are again displayed in his portrait 


exhibits, Mr. 


bust of Douglas Strachan, the brilliant artist 
in stained glass. In ‘‘ The Archer,” a bronze 
of moderate size with a pleasant, natural 
patina of rather golden tone, Mr. Percy 
Portsmouth (the Director of the Sculpture 
section at the Edinburgh College of Art) has 
produced a distinguished group of father and 
son, fine in sentiment and effective in com- 
position ; while no less successful in a different 
vein is his delicately modelled marble head, 
‘** Miranda.” Mr. Birnie Rhind’s — sketch 
models for allegorical groups—** The Sciences” 
and ‘* The Fine Arts ” (to be erected, colossal 
size, for the Shipley Art Gallery, Gateshead )— 
convey the impression of having been seen 
many times before under similar titles. 
Very simply treated in their present state, 
one may hope that something of this will be 
retained in their ultimate development in 
contrast to the excess of naturalistic detail 
which characterises many of the sculptors’ 
completed monuments, and which, in Mr. 
H. S. Gamley’s ‘ Model for Memorial to 
General David Stewart of Garth,” threatens, 
unless subordinated in execution on the larger 
seale, to militate against the sculpturesque 
qualities of an otherwise spirited and finely- 
conceived figure. That the Scottish schools 
are fulfilling their purpose in sculpture as in 
the other arts in equipping the younger genera- 
tion is witnessed by the capable and earnest 
work of Mr. Fanindra Nath Bose, a student of 
the Edinburgh College, in his statuettes, 
** Hunter” and “ Boy and Crab,” and in the 
slight but graceful study by Mr. Alex. 
Proudfoot, till recently occupying a similar 
position in the Glasgow School of Art and now 
a teacher there. Grouped with these and a 
few other local works calling for no particular 
comment is the monumental bronze group of 
tigers by the Belgian Comte de Lalaing—a 
powerful work, though on too large a scale 
to be seen satisfactorily in its present position, 
together with several sensitively-modelled 
low relief portraits and plaques by M. Paul 
Wissaert, of the same nationality. 

The centre and western section of the 
Sculpture Gallery is occupied by the fine collec- 
tion of sixteen works by M. Auguste Rodin, 
generously presented to the British nation 


“in honour of our soldiers fighting beside °

his countrymen in France,” and during the 
ixhibition loaned to the Academy, with 
the cordial approval of the sculptor, himself 
an honorary member, by the authorities 
at the Victoria and Albert Museum. Of 
him wrote R. L.. Stevenson nearly thirty 
years since as of ‘‘a man coming forward 
whose statues live and speak, and _ speak 
things’ worth uttering.” Who even among 
those who criticise the master would to-day 
question the fulfilled truth of this prophecy ? 
Criticism may be warranted with regard to 
several of the works here seen (though it 
must be remembered that of some a full 
understanding is not possible in view of 
their being but fragments of larger projected 
groups), and only unreasoning and, in itself, 
hurtful adulation, would pretend that all are 
of equal value ; but for those to whom great 
art in whatever age and country bears 4 
message, there can be no question of the 
elemental power, the intensity of feeling, and 
sense of beauty expressed with a grasp of 
‘inner construction, of rhythmic mobility, 
of vital surface modelling,” which pervades 
the collection as a whole. A_ detailed 
description and analysis of even the principal 
pieces in the collection is impossible here, 
but specially notable and instructive are the 
“Early Age of Bronze,” of about 1876; the 
“St. John the Baptist” (in plaster this, 
and from the Glasgow collection, the bronze 
in London being an earlier acquisition) ; the 
high relief head, “‘ France ’’ ; the noble tors®, 
““ Cybele” ; the rhythmic “ Fallen Angel”; 
and the “Prodigal Son” (better named 
elsewhere from the poignancy of its message 
“L’appel Supréme ”’). Without _ this 
extremely interesting supplement _ the 
Sculpture Hall would this year have 
compared but poorly with the other sections 
of the exhibition. But, apart from 
inclusion having amply redressed the balance, 
the Council is to be congratulated on having 
been the means of putting for three months 
within easy reach of the art-lovers ™ 
Scotland this most munificent gift to ou 
nation, while affording, it may be hoped, or 
added stimulus to the appreciation ® 
sculpture in the North and a reminder of its 
value when used with the other arts.

War Bonus Demands. 

The following resolution by the Northern 
Centre Board of Conciliation was considered :— 
“That this Board considers the question of 
war bonus is a national one, and resolves to 
refer the whole matter to the National Board, 
with a view that it should come to a decision 
upon the principle involved.” 

The above resolution arose out of a demand 
at Sunderland for a war bonus. ‘The local 
Board could not see its way to deal with the 
demand, which was made without the usual 
notice for an alteration of rules, and passed it 
on to the Northern Centre Board, which in 
turn sent it up to the National Board for a 
declaration of principle if the last-named saw 
its way to make one. 

A lengthy debate ensued, during which it 
was evident that the Board felt that it would 
be outside the scope of its authority to make 
the declaration suggested. 

At the same time it was recognised that a 
very difficult position had arisen owing to the 
great demands for labour in certain areas, and 
it was felt that some consideration should be 
given to the special circumstances in which 
| both employers and operatives find themselves. 
| Eventually it was unanimously resolved :— 
|“That this Board, recognising the difficult 

position in which both employers and workmen 

in the building trade find themselves, in con-

WAGES IN THE BUILDING 
TRADE. 


East Glamorgan and Monmouthshire 
Valleys.—At the recent quarterly meeting of 
the National Board of Conciliation for the Build- 
ing Trades an appeal was heard from the 
operatives of this district. The demand was 
from the following trades, viz., masons, brick- 
layers, carpenters and joiners, plasterers, 
painters, and labourers (including hauliers), for 
an advance in wages of ld. per hour as from 
May 1, 1916, and certain minor alterations to 
other rules. On behalf of the operatives it was 
stated that the district contained a population 
of about 135,000. and that there was a large 
amount of work in hand and in prospect, though 
some of it was temporarily suspended. War 
bonuses had been obtained by other trades, cost 
of jiving was high, houses scarce, and rents high, 

operatives had received an advance of id. 
in January last, but this had not met increased 
cost of living up to then. They said Cardiff 
prices prevail in the valleys, and Cardiff rates of 
wages should also prevail. Present rates are as 
follows :—Masons, bricklayers, joiners, and 
plasterers, 94d. per hour; painters, 8}d.; and 
labourers, 64d Scaffolders get id. extra. he 
employers said the advance given lasi year by 
the South Western Centre Board was ld., viz., 
3d. on the decision and id. at January 1, 1915, 
and they certainly did not expect to have to 
grant a further advance within twelve months. 
This further demand was made in November 
last before even the second part of the former 
advance became due. Much work had _ been 
cancelled since the war, and they claimed that 
no advance should be given under present cir 
cumstances, The witnesses having retired, the 
Board considered the case. and eventually it wae 
resolved that the following be the decision 
the Board :—(1) That all trades which appealed 
to this Board receive id. per hour advance 
the rate in operation on January 1, 1915. (2) 
That the demand that the rule for scaffolders be 
extended to scaffolders, engine drivers, and 
plasterers’ labourers, viz., 3d. above the current 
rate, be deleted, and instead that Rule 2 of 
the local rules be amended to give “‘ scaffolders, 
drainers, and men engaged on specia] work id. 
per hour over the ordinary labourers’ rate.” _ (3) 
That the demand that all chargemen shall 
receive at least 1d. per hour above the current 
rate of wages be not granted. (4) That the 
demand that all labourers shall be = ided wi 
hods and shovels be granted. (5) That the above 
alterations of wages shall come into operation 
on Oct. 24, 1915.

carried on in the Sunderland district is under 
contracts signed prior to. the declaration of war. 
and even contracts taken since carry no pro- 
vision for meeting such a demand. As a conse- 
quence and irrespective of the increased cost of 
material whi employer is called upon to 
supply it would be most unfair to concede such 
a demand, which would have to come entirely 
out of the pocket of the contractor. In addition 
it was pointed out that the trade in Sunderland 
was very depressed owing to the war, and in 
consequence of the Treasury decision not to 
allow local authorities to borrow money for any 
work excepting that which is absolutely neces- 
sary several large contracts which they had 
looked forward to for keeping trade of the 
district fairly well occupied had been withheld, 
and there was no doubt that the outlook was 
very bad for the building trade of Sunderland in 
the near future. The Board unanimously re- 
solved :—‘* '‘hat this Board consider the ques- 
tion of war bonus is a national one and resolve 
to re fer the vee matter to the National Board, 
with a view that they should come to a decision 
upon the principle involved. In the meantime, 
the Sunderland appeal be referred back, to be 
considered locally after the decision of the 
National Board is to hand.”’
